PY alaw peflid by Congrefs at 
their laff feffion, and approved 
by the Prefiden' onthe 6th of A- 
pril, i: is provided that ali the Jn- 
ternal Taxes, (vcleding the dunes 
on itills ang oomeftec diftilled fpir- 
is, on licences to retailers of fprr- 
itous hquors, on carriages for the 
convevarce of perfonr, and on 
(an ped vellum, parchment, and 
paper) fhould ceafe from and at- 
ver the Zoth day of June next, 
As nis meafure is of the moft 
wNperian! nature, and bas excited 
{cme civeility of opinion, a few 


obfervatrons thereon may not be | 


unacceptable.....]t-is beseved they 
are corseét 3 if otherwile, a cor- 
reCiion of errors is folicited. 
When it was propefe’, in the 
Gereral Convention which tram 
ed our prefent Confliution, to in- 
veflt the Federal Government with 
the power of levying Znternal Tax- 
es, the propofition was firenuovfly 
oppofed by Jeveral worshy mem- 
beis. They contended that thefe 


taxes were not nece{fary to the fup. 
port of the government, which 
ought to content ifelf with the 
external fources of revenue ;—that 
they were from’ their na-ure ex. 
pe: five and frequenily vexations 
and oppreffive in colletion, and 
abhorient to the genius of a free 
people ; that ihey were highly§ 
dangerous to the liberties of ara. 
tion, inafmuch as they required a 
muliplicny of cfficers ty allefs and 
colleét them, who would be de. 
pendent on the will of the Execu- 
tive for their continuance in office, 
and whole intereft woud confe- 
quently be pledged to fupport that 
Execurive in all its meafures ;— 
tha: an army to enforce the col- 
le€tion, or fupprefs diforders inci 
cent to the levying of thefe taxes, 
would probably be neceflary which 
might be tampered with by am- 
bittous men to become the ioftru. 
ment of ufurpation ;—tha Inter- 
nal cbjeéis of taxation belonged of 
rivht to the indivicual States, who 
could lay and colle& fuch taxes 
with lefs trouble,expence, and dan- 
er. | 

Thefe obieGions were allowed 
op ail fides to be weighty ; and ex- 
perience has proved their validity. 

In oppefitien to them it was 
contended, that thengh in ordinagy 
and peaceable times our exiernal 
revenues m ph be adequare to the 
fupport of governmen: 5 yer on 
emergencies, as in cale of a wart 
with toreign nations, (when out 
commerce would naturally be fub- 
je Qt to numerous depreda ions, and 
various obftrodtions, at the very 





moment when we fh wld meoftl 


want efficient and permanent re- 


fources,) our exernal revenue 


would be greatly diemufhed, and 
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evr defenfive or retaliative efforts 
would S¢ paralized or re:arded by 
the pecuniary embarraffments un- 
der which government would la- 
bor.—That it was better to pro- 
vide againft thefe ex:gencies, and 
prevent thefe embarraflinents, by 
empowering the government to 
levy Internal Vaxes when necefla- 
ry.— Tha ceding this power to 
government by no means implied 
a defire or even an expe@artion that 
it fhould be exercifed on ordinary 
occafions ; on the contrary, its ad- 
voca'es prefumed to hope ‘hat cir- 
cumftances would not fpeedily, per- 
haps never require its exercife 5 in 
which cafe the flare yovernments 
might poflefs the right of raifing 
reverves from every internal fab- 
jett of taxation, relinguifhing it 
only when an emerg:ncy fhould 
require its aflumprion by the Fed- 
erai government. It was turther 
added, that the nation had incur- 
redan immenfe debt in profecut- 
ing the war which had terminat- 
ed in its independence ; and that 
the power demanded for the gov- 
ernment wasneceffary to mnfpire the 
public credtturs abroad and at home 
with confidence in 1s inieyrity aud 


ability. 


The advocates for the fyftem of 
inernal Taxation sibeeg 
The fvftem, was recognized by the 
Conftirution. —Bur it was fil! ‘hop- 
ed, and {trongly expecied, that it 
would be reforted toonly as a laft 
refource. 

When the new Conftitution had 
commenced its operation, and the 
molt fanguine were yet doubitul of 
its ultimate fuccefs—to give confi- 
dence in the ability of government 
tocomply with all its pecuniary 
ragazements—to give it ttability 
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by enlifting a “numerous body. of 
official agen's, and their Connex 
ions, in its fupport—and withal to 
form a fund for difcharging ‘he 
naticnal debt—the fyflem ot In- 
ternal Taxation was organized and 
pul in operation. ° 

This fyftem, during the late ad- 
miniftration, when the fear ofa 
French invafion was arfiully cre- 
ated and exc:ted, our then rulers 
took occafion to enlarge and ex- 
tend, under pretence of providing 
tor the common defence.” 

Borh the denying and extending 
thefe taxes may have been exvedient 
atthe times when ‘thofe meafures 
were refpeétively adop'ed, for the 
reafions above reci'ed.——Bur, 

The Conltitution having been 
found by experiefce capable of cor- 
reéting all the errors which nay a- 
rife ender ts operation, and ot ex- 
iting without any fupport than 
what as patriotically and voluntary 
accorded it by the’ People who 
gave n being :—the alarm of in- 
vaston having fubfided, which had 
authorized extraordinary expendi 
tures, and cemanded additional

ATIVESOF THE PEOPLE HAVE
